Valu e of Soy Bean Hay 
Abou t Equ al to Clov er 


Properly cu red soy bean hay cu t at ( 
the proper stage of growth 
Is abou t 
equ al to clov er hay in its feed ing 
v alu e, when the clov er is cu t at the 
proper time and properly cu red . The 
soy bean hay may be a little higher In 
its protein content, bu t the protein is 
in not qu ite as complete a form as in 
i 
clov er. 
i 
Soy bean hay rarely sells for as 
mu ch as good clov er hay , lu rgely be­ 
mu se its feed ing v alu e is not so well 
known; and neither is the market and 
price so well established for the soy 
bean bay . 


While alfalfa is o ne o f the old est 
known agricu ltu ral plants, it Is ap­ 
parently ju st beginning to 
be recog­ 
nized and its tru e v alu e appreciated . 
In my opinion the secret in growing 
alfalfa lg largely d u e to the genu ine 
Grimm seed being u sed , preferably 
prod u ced as near where y ou are going 
to sow It as y ou can possibly get it. 
Baltic is simply another name for 
Grimm and Is ex actly the same strain 
and comes from the same parent stock. 
Alfalfa for cows—alfalfa, either for 
hay i>r green, as feed for all kind s of 
farm animals, is the most highly nu ­ 
tritiou s and palatable forage crop that 
can be grown. 
It Is particu larly v alu - 
ible as a feed for d airy cows. 
When 
properly cu red , it has more nearly the 
effect of good Ju ne pastu re than any 
other feed . 
It is a well known fact 
that wheat bran is worth only slightly 
more than alfalfa hay , and when the 
palatableness of the hay is taken into 
consid eration, this d ifference also ilis- 
ppears. 
I 


Alfalfa fo r Cattle an d Ho g s. 
For fattening beef cattle, 
alfalfa 
has no equ al as a rou ghage. It is gen­ 
erally figu red that it will requ ire 1,000 
pou nd s of grain to prod u ce 100 pou nd s 
of beef on matu re cattle, with the or­ 
d inary rou ghages, su ch as prairie hay 
>r corn fod d er. 
When good alfalfa 
hay is fed with corn, this amou nt of 
pain requ ired will be red u ced nearly 
one-half. 
This fact hold s tru e with 
feed ing of all classes of liv e stock. 
Ihc alfalfa balances the ratio* to su ch 
an ex tent that less other feed is re­ 
qu ired to make a giv en gain. 
This is 
particu larly tru e 
with y ou ng stock, 
which requ ire a large amou nt of the 
growth-prod u cing element, protein. 
It has been d emonstrated that an 
acre of alfalfa will prod u ce 77G pou nd s 
of pork d u ring a season. 
This calcu ­ 
lation was mad e by d ed u cting the 
probable gain d u e to a small amou nt 
of grain which was fed while the hogs 
were on pastu re. 
It Js possible to 
winter matu re hogs on good alfalfa 
hay and only a v ery small amou nt of 
grain. 
Fo r Ho rses, Sh eep an d Po u ltry. 
Alfalfa, both green and as hay , Is 
also fed to horses. 
When beginning to 
feed alfalfa, care shou ld be taken that 
horses d o not get more of it than is 
good for them, as it is so mu ch richer 
than other hay s. 
Alfalfa hay alone is 
too rich a food for horses. 
There 
shou ld alway s be some grain or rou gh­ 
age, su ch as oats, corn fod d er, or prai­ 
rie hay . fed with it. 
When fed ex ­ 
clu siv ely . it is likely to prod u ce coarse­ 
ness, especially in colts. 
The v alu e of alfalfa for sheep Is a t­ 
tested by the fact that the Irrigated 
regions of Alberta are fu ll of sheep- 
feed ing qu arters, where large flocks 
are fattened each winter on alfalfa 
hay and grain.
